Report from Shanghai — Inspection of vessels — Smallpox — Case of 
Smallpox on V. S. S. Pennsylvania at Cheefoo. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Ransom reports, August 8 : Week ended 
August 3, 1907. Supplemental bills of health issued to 4 steamships 
with an aggregate personnel of 541; 3. vessels, 222 crew and 35 steer- 
age passengers inspected; manifests viseed for 20,514 pieces of 
freight; 4 pieces inspected and passed, and 9 pieces disinfected. 
The effects of 3 steerage passengers were also disinfected; 3 emi- 
grants for San Francisco per steamship Persia passed. 

The weekly report of the municipal health department shows that 
there were 26 deaths from smallpox among natives. 

One case of smallpox from the U. S. S. Pennsylvania is reported 
from Cheefoo.
